THE LAW OF THE ROAD. 

•When a vehicle is overtaken by 
another vehicle, the driver of which 
desires to pass the other, the driver 
on the farmer, upon being informed of 
such desire, shall bear to the right, aaai 
the driver of the latter to the left, un- 
til the latter shall have passed. Any 
driver failing to do so shall be lined ten 
MM) dollar. " Section .11. State road 
law. 

This section of the road law may be 
invoked against drivers who imagine 
that making wav foi the driver of ihe 
faster vehicle is a matter of courtrsy 
and that those who have no inclination 
toward courtesy need not be courteous. 

There are many driver, of horsedravvn 
vehicles, especially drivers of utility 
wagons heavy and light, who decline 
to respond to the signal, of automobil- 
ists who would pass them when they 
overtake them.
